FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
The Durango (Colorado) Fire Renders a 
H undred Fam ilies Homeless. 
D e n v e r (Col.), July 2d.—The dispatches 
of yesterday gave the particulars of the tire 
at Durango. A dispatch from the fire- 
stricken city to-day says: 
As soon as the fire was discovered the 
entire fire department was called out, and 
the streams of water poured upon the fire 
seemed to aggravate the flames till it be­ 
come so hot that the firemen were com­ 
pelled to beat a hasty retreat. Attention 
was then turned toward confining it to­ 
ward the part of town lying north of H 
street, but this the firemen were unable to 
do, for it became so hot that it was utterly 
impossible to get close enough to it. not­ 
withstanding the wind was biowing in a 
diagonal direction. 
The roof of the new City Hall, on the 
south side of H street, took fire, and that 
building, along with a row of frame build­ 
ings on the City Hall property, was con­ 
sumed. The building occupied by M. L 
Green as a bakery, with that occupied by 
Miss Real and lioyie & Mcdoskey, were 
consumed. Returning to the block where 
the fire originated, the remaining part of 
the block lying to the north wasc nsumed, 
find crossing the street, the Boston and 
Wilder’s photograph galleries, Chapman’s 
hardware store, the Grand Central livery 
stables, the Clipper Theater, the Grand 
Central Hotel, the Idea oflice, and some 
fwenty dwelling-houses were completely 
destroyed. 
1 he Court-house, in which are the vaults 
containing the county and Court records, 
was the next building doomed. It was only 
the work ot an instant when the large 
structure was a mass of flames. The old 
Sherman House, across the street and north 
from the Grand Central, was a target for 
the flames that were leaping madly to the 
south and west. It went in a jiffy, together 
with four or five other buildings, when 
Gallo May’s livery stable went along with 
the rest, as also a row of tesidences in the 
same block, facing Second street. 
The 
flames were not satisfied with their deadly- 
work, but skipped across Second and I 
streets to the Methodist parsonage and 
church. The Presbyterian and Episcopal 
churches then caught fire, and with fifleen 
dwellings adjoining were completely de­ 
stroy’ed. 
Tue burned district comprises eight 
blocks in the center of the city, and about 
twenty-five dwelling-houses. "The firemen 
did splendid work. Many of them were 
burnt about the face and hands, but they 
were engaged in a noble work, and were 
willing to sacrifice themselves as much as 
possible. The loss is variously estimated 
from $3,000.000 to $5,000,000. The insurance 
is about one-third of the amount. 
At least one hundred families were not 
only left homeless, but destitute. They 
lost everything they possessed, and will 
have to ask for assistance. Many saved 
only the clothing they had on their backs. 
The insurance agencies estimate the loss 
hv the fire at about $3,000,000, with from 
$75,000 to $80,000 insurance. The heaviest 
losers are : VV. C. Chapman, building, $25,­ 
000; insurance, from' $10,000 to $15,000. 
The Grand Central Hotel, loss, $20,000 ; in­ 
surance, $8,000. Joseph Clark, $10,000; 
barely insured. Tne Presbyterian. Meth­ 
odist and Episcopal churches, valued at 
about $15,000, with $9,000 iusurance. 
SULLIVAN AT CINCINNATI. 
The Trip to New Orleans to he .Made in 
a Traveling Gymnasium. 
C incinnati, July 2d.—John L. Sullivan 
aud party arrived in this city this after­ 
noon. Among the sporting lraternity of 
this city opinion is about equally divided 
as to the respeclive merits of Kilrain and 
Sullivan, and many are of the opinion that 
the affair will not be a genuine fight. 
There is very little betting, because a 
number of Sullivan’s friends are afraid to 
back him because of his broken arm. They 
say, however, that Kilrain will not stand 
up against him for six rounds unless his 
broken arm should fail him. On the 
other hand, Kilrain’s friends believe he can 
heat Sullivan, provided the fight is not a 
hippodrome. 
A large number of men trom this city 
will leave town on the same train with 
Sullivan to-morrow, when he expects to 
leave. John certainly looks well—a hun­ 
dred per cent, better than he did when he 
was here about a month ago. There is not 
a particle of superfluous flesh about him, 
and his general appearance indicates that 
he is in tne best of health. The chances 
s-em strongly in his favor. John himself 
is confident of victory, if the fight is fairly 
conducted, and it is evident that he will 
make it a bard fight for his opponent. 
When he came out of the gymnasium at 
about 7:30 o’clock this evening, after spend­ 
ing nearly three hours therein exercising, 
he immediately entered a closed carriage, 
accompanied only by ins trainer, Muldoon, 
and was driven to' his hotel. Sullivan’s 
special car, in which he travels, is fur­ 
nished with a view to convenience and 
comfort for its occupants. A bath-tub, 
with shower-bath attachment, occupies al­ 
most the whole side of the car. A punch­ 
ing-bag hangs suspended from the ceiling 
and above the car are scattered dumbbells 
and other paraphernalia. Mr. Johnson, 
sporting editor of the Cincinnati Com- 
merrial Gazette, who spent some time with 
Sullivan at his training grounds about teu 
days ago, and who will accompany him in 
the morning, says the special train leaves 
at 7 o’clock to-morrow morning for New 
Orleans. 
Date this evening there was little disposi­ 
tion to increase the betting, although the 
odds offered in Sullivan s favor are very 
much greater. 
KILRAIN’s MOVEMENTS. 
B a l t i m o r e , July 2d.—Kilrain with his 
backers and friends leave here to-morrow 
for New Orleans in a special car which will 
be attached to one of the regular trains. 
Although it rained this morning Kilrain 
took his usual tramp through the park 
accompanied by Mitchell.

AFTER INDIAN AUTOGRAPHS. 
General Crook M akes a Short But 
Pointed Speech, 
Lower B ru le Agency (Dak.), July 2d. 
The Sioux Commission arrived here vester- 
day and will hold a council with the In­ 
dians this evening. The old chiefs see that 
land in severally means the loss of power 
for them and oppose the bill, bat the young 
men favor it and it is believed they will 
carry the day. 
At the evening session Governor Foster 
was the first speaker. He explained the 
bill to the Iudians in detail and reasoned 


with them concerning their present condi­ 
tion and the necessity for a change therein. 
He showed them the difference between 
the present bill and that of last year, and 
told them they roust not expect Congress to 
be more liberal than it had been, unless they 
accept this proposition in some wav, for 
whether they agree or not the people of 
Dakota will probably make a passage 
through the land. 
Major Warner carefully explained the 
bill aud pointed out its provisions with 
reference to the allotments of land. He 
talked with them at length about the bene­ 
fits of civilization, etc., and said the Com­ 
mission believed if they accepted this bill, 
the time when the Indians will enjoy all 
these benefits will come much sooner than 
if the measure is rejected. 
At the conclusion of Major W arner’s re­ 
marks General Crook made the shortest 
speech thus tar delivered by any of the 
Commission, as follows : " Mv friends, we 
will issue five beeves as soon as all the men 
get in Tuesday, and we want all of you to 
get in early and then you will get the beef 
early. Alt of you who want to sign can do 
so at the agent’s office. That is all.” 
It is needless to add that these remarks 
were received in great favor. From the 
conversation with ditferent persons about 
the agency it is believed the work of the 
Commission will be finished here in a few 
days unless the dissatisfaction with refer­ 
ence to the benefits to the Santees proves 
more difficult to manage than it now seems 
probable. 
GRAND ARMY ROYS. 
They Are Fighting for Their Rights and 
Propose to Get Them. 
Chicago. July 2d.—The Commanders of 
the G. A. R. Department of Michigan, In­ 
diana, Illinois, Iowa. Nebraska, Missouri, 
Kentucky and Minnesota, met in this city 
lor the purpose of further presenting to 
the Genera! Passenger Agents of the Cen­ 
tral 1 raffle Association now in session here 
the claims of the G. A. R. for the same 
rates to the National Encampment as here­ 
tofore made to other associations. 
The gentlemen to-night furnished the 
Associated Press with a statement, in 
which they say in part that having re­ 
ceived the same evasive answers waich 
have been made to the repeated requests of 
the Commander-in-chief and local com­ 
mittee at Milwaukee for a one cent rate 
per mile, and feeling that the Grand 
Army of the Republic is entitled to 
at least as much consideration as other so­ 
cieties and organizations, and that we 
should resent this unjust discrimination 
against the veterans wtio saved the life of 
the nation, we hereby insist that the 
proper railroad oflicials throughout the 
I nited .States fix aud establish on or before 
the 10ih inst. a rate of one cent per mile 
to and from the National Encampment at 
Milwaukee, and iu the case of failure so to 
do within the time specified, we hereby de­ 
clare our determination to carry’ out by 
general orders in our respective depart­ 
ments the spirit of the resolution adopted 
at the twenty-second National Encamp­ 
ment, as follows: 
Resolved (further), That unless railroad com­ 
panies furnish the required relief to comrades, 
then the various departmen s will discourage 
the attendance of all except the members of the 
National Encampment: and, further, that we 
shall call upon the Commander-in-Chief to 
issue a general order requesting only dulv au­ 
thorized representatives ot the G. A. K. to attend 
said Encampment. 
The number of such representatives is 
believed to be le-s than 100U. while the at­ 
tendance at the Encampment was expected 
to be many thousands. 


FEARFUL CATASTRO n i l ' 
On the Norfolk and W estern Railroad In 
Virginia Yesterday. 
L iberty (Va.), July 2d - A fearful catas­ 
trophe occurred one mile west of Tnaxton 
at 1 o’clock this morning on the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad, by which about 
forty passengers were killed. The accident 
was caused by a washout on a high bill, it 
is stated that only seven of the crew and 
passengers were saved. All of the cars 
were burned. 
Captain Rowland Johnstown, in charge 
of the train, was mortally wounded. Bag- 
gacemaster Ford is said to be very badly 
hurt. Major J. C. Cas»eil, Superintendent 
of the Lynchburg division, is seriously in­ 
jured. L B. Summers, postal clerk, was 
bruised considerably, aud another postal 
clerk named J. J. Rose was killed. All of 
the physicians and many citizens of Lib­ 
erty went to the wreck as soon as the in­ 
formation leached here, and did all that 
could be done for the wounded. 
Pat Donovan, the engineer, was burned 
up, as was also the fireman, named Bruce. 
Several of the woundtd were brought 
here. W .C. Steed, of Cleveland, Tenn., is 
among the dead. This is all the particu­ 
lars obtainable as yet. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 
Phil* Delphi a, July 21 —President Kim­ 
ball, of the Norfolk (and Western Railroad, 
was seen this afternoon in relation to the 
wreck on his road this morning. He said 
that, while the wreck was serious and had 
resulted in the loss of life, the report tele­ 
graphed from Lynchburg was greatly ex­ 
aggerated. Information furnished him up 
to one o’clock this afternoon is that five 
persons were killed, nearly all of whom 
were train hands Quite a number of others 
were injured. The train wrecked was a 
passenger. It ran into a washout caused 
b.v the heavy rains. The locomotive and 
several cars were ihrown into a ditch. The 
cars caught fire, and a number of passen­ 
gers were severely burned, iu addition to 
those injured by’ the wreck.

MURDEROUS COOK. 
He Takes a Shot at the Captain anil the 
Captain's Wife. 
S a n D ie g o , July 2d— The ship Earl 
Granville, Captain Copp, with 1,800 tons of 
coal, arrived in ihe harbor late Saturday 
night from Newcastle. Her captain reports 
that Henry Abbott, the cook of the vessel, 
was left at Melbourne, where he will serve 
four years at hard labor for attempting to 
kill him and his wife on the deck of the 
vessel with a revolver because he was re­ 
fused fifty cents while under the influence 
of liquor. The first shot struck the captain 
in the breast, but glanced off, only making 
a skin wound. The cook then took a shot 
at Mrs. Copp, the bullet striking her just 
under the eve, but the only damage done 
by the missile was a slight abrasion. The 
Earl Granville left this port eleven months 
ago in ballast for Vancouver for a cargo of 
lumber to the colonits. 
Burning Oil Tanks. 
W a s h in g t o n (Pa ). July 2d.—Lightning 
this morning struck a 40.000 barrel iron 
oil tank belonging t0 the Western and 
Atlantic Pipe Line Company, and located, 
with several others of similar size, at 
Johnson’s Station on theJChartiers railroad, 
six miles north of here The tank con­ 
tained 26,000 barrels of fluid, and at this 
hour, 8 p m , is burning at a lively rate. 
Men are hard at work digging trenches in 
order to lead the oil off in the least danger­ 
ous direction. 
Efforts will be made to 
shoot the tank, which will allow the oil to 
run out from the lower part and probably 
keep the oil from boiling over and setting 
other tanks on fire. 
Cold W ave in Minnesota. 
S t . P a u l, July 2d.—A cold wave arrived 
to-night and light overcoats have taken 
the place of palm-leaf fans. During the 
day the mercurv ranged between 80 and 00, 
and to-night at 7 o’clock the Signal Service 
recorded 60. a drop of 26 degrees in less 
than twelve hours. 
A similar drop in temperature is reported 
from the northwest generally. 
Coming to H er Friends. 
New Y ork, July 2d— Mary Hayes, who 
is 63 years old, decrepid and penniless, was 
a detained emigrant who landed here on 
June 30th. She claimed to have two 
daughters in San Francisco able and anx­ 
ious to provide for her. The Collector of 
Port released the old lady to-day and the 
Emigration Commissioners forwarded her 
to Ssn Francisco.

The small majority by which the Repub­ 
licans will hold the next House, and the 
responsibility that rests upon them makes 
it important that no slight advantage pos­ 
sible by party organization should be lost. 
Especially is it important that tbev should 
carry everything at the elections" iu the 
new States. 
Nominations in these States will occur 
very soon now, and the elections fixed for 
October. 
The Democrats are doing some great 
work in Montana, and this has aroused the 
present activity ou the part of Republican 
leaders. 
On two things there was a concurrence 
of opinion. They are, first that the elec­ 
tion in Montana must not be left to take 
care of itself, but should be looked alter by 
the National Committee. Second, that 
there must be an extra session of Congress 
called to meet in November. That is, as 
soon as possible after the new Slate eiec- 
tions. These two things are of vital im­ 
portance to the party. A slip in the new 
States might prove disastrous and the elec­ 
tions then cannot be left to chance. The 
recent Democratic success in Montana 
have caused some anxiety for the little 
majority in the next House, and Mr. 
Chandler, Mr. Allison, and the rest are not 
running any more tisk in the matter than 
necessary. They do not know how well 
the Democrats may be organized for quiet 
work. 
The President also is alive to the necessi­ 
ties of the situation, and advises strong and 
complete party organization. While he 
can do nothing in the matter himself, lie 
sees the importance to the party that the 
National Committee should keep au eye on 
the Montana elections. 
the situation serious. 
The situation is more serious than gen­ 
erally regarded, for if by any hook or crook 
the Democrats should elect five Congress­ 
men from four of the new States the pres­ 
ent Republican majority of three in the 
next Congress would be wiped out entirely 
and the Democratic majority of two estab­ 
lished. Of course, that is not generally be­ 
lieved likely to occur, but even if they carry 
Montana, and it is very possible they will, 
the Republican majority will be still but 
meager, as the House would stand 168 Re­ 
publicans to 164 Democrats. 
The quorum of the next House will be 
166, thereby if Democrats should resort to 
dilatory tactics and demand a quorum 
the absence of three Republican members 
would etuba’rass the leaders greatly. Con­ 
sequently the conference advised an at­ 
tempt to strengthen the majority by carry­ 
ing Montana also. This would give a ma­ 
jority of eight, or three more tiian a quo­ 
rum. A number of leading Republicans 
of both bouses will be asked to go into the 
Northwest and help carry ail four of the 
new Stales. 
Senator Quay will also give it his per­ 
sonal attention.

MORSE SIGNAL CODE 
W ill H ereafter be Useil in the Army and 
Navy. 
W a sh in g t o n, July 2d— By a general 
order issued from army and navy head­ 
quarters the American Morse Code will 
hereafter be used in the army for ail pur­ 
poses of signalling whether visual or acous­ 
tic, and the use of the English Morse 
and Continental Code will be discontinued. 
This action is taken upon the recommen­ 
dation of the Chief Signal officer with a 
view to simpliflication of instructions and 
to the ready employment and utilization 
in time of war of skilled civilian telegraph­ 
ers for military purposes. 
Fewer errors are supposed to result from 
the use of the English system, but it is 
slower than the American system, and its 
continuance would involve the employ­ 
ment of specially trained experts, who 
could not be procured in sufficient num­ 
bers in an emergency. 


W onderful I’erformiiiice of Axtell, a. 
Three-Year-Old Stallion, 
M inneapolis, July 2d.- One of the 
features of the first day’s programme at 
Minnehaha driving park was the trot 
against time by Axtell to lower the three- 
year-old world's record, which heretofore 
was 2:18. The start was made at the con­ 
clusion of the regular programme.

W . S. L illy, who confesses that he 
knows very little about American jour­ 
nalism, in the course of an essay in the 
Forum for July, says: 
I wonder to how many newspaper writers it 
ever so much as occurs that(they are morally re­ 
sponsible for what they write? f ertainly there 
are many who, however alive to the obligations 
of veracity in the private relations of life, do 
not apparently suspect that it continues to 
claim their allegiance when lliej exercise their 
profession. I suppose I should not greatly err 
if I add that truth is. as a rule, the last thing 
which the journalist thinks about as he girds 
himself up to the delivery of his daily burden. 
We can concede to Mr. Lilly that there 
are a great many people owning and run­ 
ning newspapers, and others writing upon 
them, who do not at all concern them­ 
selves about their moral responsibility for 
the matter they give to print. But he is 
mistaken if he thinks that the ethics of 
American journalism justify less con­ 
scientious regard for duty in the public 
forum, on the part of a newspaper pro­ 
prietor or writer, than his obligations in 
private life and his self-respect dictate. 
The majority of writers on the press not 
only do not want to mislead, but are solici­ 
tous to be esteemed reliable in all the 
statements they send to the reading public 
in print. These writers know perfectly 
well that the people do not believe a thing 
simply because it is printed. They know 
that the average reader is as bright and 
discriminating as the average writer or 
managing editor, and that the very best 
reputation and capital for a newspaper is 
reliability, sincerity and scrupulous truth­ 
fulness. While the newspaper director is 
as liable to err as are other men, he is not 
lost to the common sense of the proposi­ 
tion that reputation for justness, relia­ 
bility and accuracy underlies genuine suc­ 
cess. 
P r o f. W il l ia m H. H o w ell, of Johns 
Hopkins University, has inquired into the 
method of executing criminals in New 
\ ork bv electricity, and pronounces it as 
certain as any other means outside of the 
bullet. A couple of weeks ago the R ecord- 
l n' ion treated of the matter in response to 
the complaint of electric light companies, 
which are very desirous that the scheme 
«hall fail. It was said by these corpora­ 
tions that they had testimony at command 
to prove that full discharges of currents as 
strong as that to be used in New York had 
been received by men without resulting in 
death. One instance was given of a line- 
repairer in Omaha, who was paralyzed by 
such a shock, but recovered, though he 
sustained the application of the current 
accidentally for twenty seconds. In that 
case he had, hv mistake, taken a wire in 
one hand that “grounded” him, just when 
his other hand came in contact with a wire 
•of the electric light system of the city. We 
then said that the case was not a parallel 
•one, for the application involved the re- 
tsisJauce of the arms and body, and it was 
not made directly to (lie nerve centers. 
That this is the correct conclusion is the 
opinion of Professor Howell, who says that 
in all such cases the wire held in the hand 
is to some extent insulated, and the cur­ 
rent is not applied to the vital spot with 
undiminished vigor. In the case of exe­ 
cution, however, a metalic helmet fits over 
the head, and the current is directed im­ 
mediately to the medulla, and is not dis­ 
tributed through the body; therefore 
death paralysis of the nerve centers is in­ 
stantaneous and positive. 


T h e New York papers are agitating the 
proposito>n for a World’s fair in that city 
in 1892. The excuse made is that it will 
be the fourth centenary of the discovery 
of America by Columbus. There should 
l>e nothing suggested or done that will in 
any way detract from or conflict with the 
exposition of the “ Three Americas ” at 
Washington city. There is more in that 
exposition for the United States than in a 
half-dozen world’s fairs. What we need 
more than a great fair is the trade of the 
South American States that legitimately 
belongs to us, and that England and (ier- 
inany have absorbed by our neglect. The 
devotion ot any energy now in the direc­ 
tion of a World’s fair in ’92, would, in our 
opinion, put a dani|>er upon the Three 
Americas Exposition, and possibly prevent 
us from ever recovering the trade of the 
States of this hemisphere. 


T h ere was a lime when the advice “Go 
to Texas” was construed as an insult. 
Times and expletives have changed. The 
advice is now taken in earnest and Texas 
with her 5,000,000 acres of rich soil, her 
vast expanse of territory, her business push 
■and enterprise, echoes the old phrase with 
simply this change, “Come to Texas." Cal­ 
ifornia needs to be just ¡us energetic, just as 
inviting, just as generous and just as per­ 
sistent in her invitation. 
I f the portraits that some of the East- 
,ern papers are publishing of the late Mrs. 
Hayes are accurate, the friends of that 
lady have cairee for actions. The lady is 
remembered in California as one who had a 
speaking face of strong intellectuality, and 
with eyes that were simply splendid. The 
portraits published of her last week were 
no more like her than like the man in the 
moon. 


BATCH OF DECISIONS FILED BY THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


A llutte County Klparianist Loses His 
Case—Bights of Sheriff's in Cer­ 
tain Instances—Etc. 


The following Supreme Court decisions 
were filed in the office of Clerk Will­ 
iams, for the Sacramento District: 
Coouradt, appellant, vs. Hill—On appeal 
from Butte county. The matter in dispute 
is the diversion of the water of Clear creek 
from its natural channel by the respondent. 
Hill. The appellant, Coouradt, to sustain 
his suit, relies upon his riparian right to 
the full natural How of the stream against 
one whose land does not border on it, and 
who, as he contends, has made no valid 
appropriation of the water which he has 
diverted. The defendant relies mainly on 
a license from the Government, while it 
was the property of the Government. The 
judgment and order of the lower Court are 
affirmed. 
a sh e r if f's r ig h ts. 
Rhoda A. VanCleare vs. John Bucberjtas 
Sheriff)—This is an action for damages 
against a Sheriff tor the alleged failure to 
return a writ of execution. A demurrer 
was filed to the amended complaint, stating 
as grounds therefor that said amended com­ 
plaint does not state facts sufficient to con­ 
stitute a cause of action against the defend­ 
ant, as Sheriff of Modoc county. The de­ 
murrer wa6 sustained and the plaintiff de­ 
clining to amend, judgment was duly given 
in favor of the defendant, from which this 
appeal is prosecuted. The Supreme Court 
holds that from an inspection of the whole 
complaint, it was not doubtful in what 
cipacity the defendant was sued. It is 
clear that the action was brought against 
him as the Sheriff of Modoc county,and the 
judgment is therefore reversed and the 
Court below directed to overrule the de­ 
murrer. Patterson and Beatty dissented 
from this opinion. 
a t a x d eed o v e r r u le d . 
Oullahan, appellant, vs. Sweeney — a 
Stanislaus county case—which turns upon 
the validity of a'tax deed under which the 
plaintiff claims. The judgment was af­ 
firmed. 
AN INSUFFICIENT COMPLAINT. 
Pehrson et al., respondents, vs. Hewitt et 
a l—The plaintiffs bring this action to have 
certain judgments and the executions is­ 
sued thereon and the levies made under 
them vacated and set aside, that an adju­ 
dication in insolvency may be vacated and 
the proceedings dismissed, and for an in­ 
junction restraining certain defendants, 
etc., from selling certain property described 
in the complaint. The Supreme Court 
holds that the complaint does not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action, and therefore the judgment and or­ 
der are reversed and the cause remanded, 
with directions to the Court below to sus­ 
tain the demurrer to the complaint and for 
other proceedings according to law. 
SUIT ON PROMI8SORY NOTES. 
Turner (administrator), appellant, vs. 
Turner et al.—This was a suit to foreclose 
a vendor’s lien to secure the amount of six 
promissory notes. One of the defenses 
was that the notes had been paid, and the 
trial Court found this to be the fact. The 
counsel for the appellant contend that this 
finding is not supported by the evidence. 
The Supreme Court holds that the evidence 
must be held to be sufficient to support it, 
and accordingly the judgment and order 
denying a new trial is affirmed. 
JUDGMENT REVERSED. 
Charles Moran et al.. appellants, vs 
Catherine Farley.—The Supreme Court 
holds that the lacts in this case are the 
same as in Moran vs. Ross (given below), 
and, for the reasons stated in the opinion 
in that case, the judgment appealed from 
is reversed, with instructions to the Court 
below to modify the same in accordance 
with said opinion. 
JUDGMENT FOR DAMAGES REVERSED. 
C. E. Farnum, respondent, vs. Philip 
Hefner—an action to recover damages for 
the conversion of a lot of wheat in Butte 
county. The judgment was for the plaintiff, 
from which and an order denying his 
motion for a new trial the defendant ap­ 
peals. The dispute was over the terms of 
a Dase. The judgment and order aopealed 
frtm is reversed. 
LASSEN COUNTY CASE. 
Knock, appellant, vs. Bunnell, a Laesen 
county case: being an action to forclose a 
mortgage executed by one H. C. Stockton, 
since deceased. The judgment and order 
denying a new trial are affirmed. 
condem nation of l a n d s. 
Charles Moran et al., appellants, vs. A. 
E. Ross, a Lassen county case, in which 
proceedings were brought by the appellants, 
as partners, to condemn iaiids for the right 
of way of a railroad. There was a judg­ 
ment for the appellants condemning the 
land as prayed for, but the Court found 
that the lands of the respondent not taken 
by the railroad would be benefitted by 
the location and construction of the 
road in the sum of $150, and refused 
to allow the appellants any deduction 
on account ot said benefits from the amount 
of damages found as to the part of respond­ 
ent’s land not taken. The sole question is 
whether in an action by a private individ­ 
ual to condemn lands, the amount of bene­ 
fits accruing to the laud of the defendant, 
not taken, can be deducted from the dam­ 
ages resulting from the taking of the right 
of way. The Supreme Court holds that 
the Court below should have allowed the 
deduction of the benefits found, as against 
the damages resulting to the lands of the 
defeudaut not taken. Judgment is accord­ 
ingly reversed, with instructions to the 
C mrt below to modify the same in accord­ 
ance with this opinion. 
Justice Beatty, in concurring with the 
opinion, says that he concurred in the 
opinion cf the Court in the case of Moran 
vs. Ross (No. 12,658), wherein it was held 
that under our statutes natural persons 
may condemn lands for railroad purposes, 
but subsequently, on consideration ot the 
petition lor a rehearing, he became so 
doubtful of the soundness of that conclu­ 
sion as to think the question at least de­ 
serving of reargument and further con­ 
sideration. The result to which the doc­ 
trine of that case leads—as illustrated in 
this case—that there is one rule of dam­ 
ages for private individuals, aud another 
for corporations, when they seek to con­ 
demn lands for the same purpose, deepens 
his (Beatty's) conviction that the correct­ 
ness of the tormer decision of the Supreme 
Court is open to serious question.

HELD OH SUSPICION. 
Joseph Cline Arrested for a Crime Com­ 
m itted in Yolo County. 
On the 4th of June of last year the 
little town of Winters. Yolo county, was 
the scene of a most brntal assault com­ 
mitted by two men upon a young lady 
named Lizzie Waughtel, of that place, dur­ 
ing the absence of the other members of 
the family. The victim was found in the 
afternoon tied and gagged, and the village 
and surrounding country was at once 
thrown into a fever of excitement and in­ 
dignation. Armed bodies of men scoured 
the country in all directions, and the 
search was pursued vigorously for months. 
Several persons were arrested from time to 
time on suspicion of being implicated in 
the crime, but all were discharged. The 
young lady afterward married, and for 
some months past nothing has been heard 
of the crime. According to the Woodland 
Mail of yesterday, however, a couple of 
arrests were recently made in this city, and 
one of the parties is strongly suspicioued of 
being guilty. 
The Mail says that about a week ago a 
private detective of this city shadowed a 
man suspected of some petty crime. He 
became acquainted with the suspect, and 
in the course of a day or two was startled 
to hear the man commence to talk of the 
Winters crime. It was evident the man 
knew what he was talking about, so he was 
arrested, and on Thursday last was placed 
iu the Yolo county jail. He said he had no 
connection with the crime, but knew the 
men, and described them to the officers. 
He said they had confessed to him that 
they committed the foul deed. So accu­ 
rately did the prisoner (whose name is Jas. 
Swan) describe the two men, that the de­ 
tective had no difficulty in locating them at 
Sacramento. They were stopping at a hotel 
called the Merchants’ Exchange, and as 
they did not appear during the day the de­ 
tective left, asking the clerk to keep an 
eye on the blankets of the two men. Pretty 
soon the clerk sent a message that one of 
the men had secured his blankets and 
started for Nevada. The office started in 
pursuit, discovered that the clerk had made 
a mistake and returned, only to find that 
both men had left in the meantime. 
All day Monday the officer searched and 
at last found one of the men asleep at the 
New William Tell House on J street. The 
man, who gave the name of Joseph Cline, 
was at once arrested. He said he was in­ 
nocent of the crime, but admitted that he 
and his partner were near Winters at the 
time of the outrage. He said they had 
first worked on the ranch of Godfrey Ru­ 
dolph, near Madison, but after quitting 
work went to work on a ranch near Win­ 
ters, leaving after four days’ work. It was 
during these four days the outrage was per­ 
petrated. 
Cline said his partner had left Sacra­ 
mento, but told where he could be found. 
He was arrested by 9 o'clock yesterday morn­ 
ing. Cline was brought to Woodland on 
Monday and locked in jail. Swan saw 
him through the wicket and by his manner 
indicated that Cline wasoneof themen. The 
prisoner tallies with the description of the 
men as given by Miss Waughtel at the 
time, he being about five feet six inches in 
hight, with reddish hair and mustache, 
and is evidently a German. 
The victim of the outrage, who is now 
Mrs. Artie Stice of Winters, will at once 
repair to Woodland to view the prisoner.

THE LOCAi BALL TEAM LECTURED 
BY THE HEW MANAGEMENT. 


Officers Are K lected and a M anager 
Chosen W ho W ill H ave Full 
Pow er to F*nc, Etc. 


The new Directors of the Sacramento 
Baseball Club held a meeting last night in 
Wilbur George’s law office and elected 
officers as follows : President, W. F. Hun- 
toon ; Vice-President, E. L. Green ; Secre­ 
tary, H. D. Gamble; 
Treasurer, W. F. 
Peterson ; Manager, Steve Lang. 
The Directors then went into execu­ 
tive session, and continued so for about 
an hour. 
A general plan of action 
was agreed upon, and then all of the players 
of the Sacramento team were called in and 
informed what this plan of action was. 
They were given to understand, first of all, 
that they had to quit all nonsense immedi­ 
ately and play ball in earnest. The nine 
would remain as it is, and all contracts 
would hold good, so long as the men gave 
satisfaction. They would be held respon­ 
sible to tbe manager alone, and anv ap­ 
peals to the Board over his head would be 
of no avail. 
The ball tossers listened attentively, and 
at the conclusion of the lecture each man 
promised to do his level best to put the 
team where it belongs—in the lead for the 
pennant. They all appeared to be pleased 
with the new deal, and were not backward 
in so expressing themselves. They also 
agreed to retire to bed early on each even­ 
ing preceding a ball game. 
Mr. Lang, as Manager of the team, has 
been eiven complete control over the 
players, and will make it his business to 
see that they do the kind of work that it 
is desired they should do. He will be 
with them constantly at practice and has 
full power to fine, suspend, or release any 
and all recalcitrants. He had them all out 
to the ball grounds yesterday afternoon, 
and if the manner in which he made them 
work then is any kind of a sample as to 
what they will have to do right along, no 
National League team will have any busi­ 
ness with them. The old Sacramento fa­ 
vorite, Biily McLaughlin, practiced with 
them, and demonstrated that his vocation 
has not interfered at all with his ball- 
playing. 
His friends seeing this, per 
suaded him to go behind the bat in the 
game at Snowflake Park on the Fourth, 
when he will be given a rousing reception. 
It was at first given out that when the 
new management assumed control there 
would be several important changes in the

Children are allowed to 
run after cars and wagons and climb upon 
them, day and night, and the only wonder 
is that more of them are not killed.

PISCATORIAL POISON. 
A Substance Discovered That is D eath to 
Catfish and Carp* 
Deputy Fish Commissioner Frank Anaya 
was in town yesterday, having come here 
to consult with Fish Commissioner Itoutier 
in regard to the prosecution recently insti­ 
tuted in Calaveras county against a smelt­ 
ing company for emptying their refuse into 
the Mokelumne river, thereby killing a 
great many fish. Mr. Anaya says that the 
numerous chemical substances that are al­ 
lowed to run into the river have already 
somewhat discolored it, and carp, catfish, 
salmon and other specimens of the finny 
tribe are being killed off in such rapidity 
as to justly cause alarm. 
At different 
places the bank is strewn with dead fish, 
and if this state of affairs is permitted to 
continue, fish in that stream will soon be 
scarce, as also will they in the San Joaquin 
river, into which the Mokelumne empties. 
Commissioner Routier has instructed Mr. 
Anaya to employ lawyer L. J. Maddux, of 
Modesto, as special counsel to assist in the 
prosecution.

The annual report of the Librarian was 
read, and ordered placed on file as, fol­ 
lows : 
To the Board of Trustees of Sacramento Free 
Public Library: 1 herewith present my tenth 
annual report of the Sacramento Free Public 
Library for the year ending June 30, 1S89: The 
Library was open during the year 310 davs. The 
number of books issued during that time was 
40.541; fiction, 31,165; history, 1,420; biographv, 
889; travels, 1,634; literature, 2,503; religion, 216; 
poetry and drama, 588; science and art, 2.126. 
Average number issued per day, 134; percent­ 
age of fiction, 76. Number of names on the reg­ 
ister. 8,710, being an increase ot 676 for the year. 
Number of books lost, 31; number of books lost 
and paid for, 8; number of books worn out and 
condemned, 50; number of books rebound, 3S0. 
Numberof works added to the librarv during 
the year, 1,015: by purchase, 628; donated, 149. 
Of these, 133 were Government documents, and 
16 were donated by individuals. Two hundred 
and thirty-eight were magazines and other 
books bound. 
Periodicals were subscribed for as follows: 
Daily and weekly newspapers, 78; illustrated 
and literary weekly papers, 36; quarterly and 
monthly magazines. 40; donations, 51—making 
the total number ot periodicals in the reading- 
rooms, 205. Number of books repaired in the 
library, 1,732. Amount of fines collected on de­ 
linquent, lost and injured books, $143 25. Num­ 
ber of catalogues sold, 13. 
More books were issued for the time the 
library was open than in any previous year but 
one.The percentage of fiction was less than in any 
previous year. The attendance in the reading- 
rooms was as large as in previous years—per­ 
haps larger. 
The number of books catalogued is 15,402. 
The loss of books by being worn out and lost 
cannot be mote than 650. As near as I can esti­ 
mate, not so many. 
I think we have’ reason to feel proud of our ad­ 
min ist ration oi the library for this first ten vears. 
There are few institutions of the kind’ that 
have done so much with so little money at their 
command, and I can only hope that the next 
ten years will show as good a report.

P etalum a. 
“ Yes, I killed h im ,” said W ilson to the 
deputy. 
“ I just cut his th ro at from ear to 
ear, aud th e n lie said for m e to linish the 
job, so I got m y gun, placed it as his nose 
and blew th e w hole top of his head off ” 
W ilson, w hile frankly adm itling his crim e, 
did n o t assign an y reason for it. 
W hen taken to jail by the deputy he 
said : 
‘ Ob, th a t is n o th in g ; I have killed 
a h u n d red m en.” 
“ W here?” asked the 
deputy. 
O h, in th e In d ian w ar,” was the 
answ er. 
T he m urderer ia a Swede, about 
50 years old, and has a ranch near Glen 
E llen, w here th e tragedy took place. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
S anta R osa, Ju ly 2d.—A m urder, w hose 
fiendish an d diabolical cruelty is not para- 
lelled in the crim inal annals of Sonom a 
county, was com m itted at M iinn’s Canyon, 
n e ar Gien EUen, last night. 
A Sw ede 
nam ed T om W ilson, 58 years c f age, killed 
h is com panion, called "Crazy Joe,” by cut­ 
tin g his th ro at and afterw ard blow ing :he 
top of his head off w itli a shotgun. 
T he 
m u rd erer gave him self up, and was brought 
to the county jail near m idnight. 
W hen the Associated Press correspondent 
saw W ilson this m orning he learned the 
follow ing sto ry : 
It appears th at the m urderer and his vic­ 
tim had been drin k in g w ine together on 
C harles Jo hnson's ranch up in th e canyon, 
and both had been carousing tw o or three 
days u n til they were 011 th e verge of deli­ 
rium trem ens or som e other satanic aber­ 
ration of the m ind, w hen a quarrel ensued. 
“ Crazy Jo e” kicked W ilson 011 the side, 
w hereupon the latter rushed at him w ith 
an open knife, bu t intended only to cut Jo e 
in th e face, but th e knife fell across his 
neck and cut his th ro at from ear to ear. 
T h e w ound w as sufficient in itself to pro­ 
duce death. 
Joe cried out iu his agonies 
for W ilson to kill him quick. 
W ilson, w ith a cruelty of th e intensest 
precision, w alked deliberately to the house, 
w here he procured a shotgun and cam e 
back to th e dying victim , and placing th e 
m uzzle betw een th e contorted and blood­ 
stained lips, bred. 
T he charge blew tb e 
an terio r portion of th e sk u ll in fragm ents. 
A fter th e deed was com m itted W ilson 
asked C harles Johnson to go for a Con­ 
stable. 
Before th e 
Constable could arrive 
W ilson becam e im patient and w alked to­ 
w ard G len E llen, and m eeting tw o m en 
asked them to bring him to Santa Rosa.

No A lliance B etw een th e C lan-na-G ael 
anil th e L eague o f Ire la n d . 
L ondon, Ju ly 2 i.— M ichael D avitt was 
exam ined before th e P arnell Com m ission 
to-day. 
D avitt declared there was no tru th 
in th e account given by LeCaron before the 
Com m ission concerning the proposals of 
Jo h n Devoy being subm itted to P arnell. 
P arnell had n o thing to do w ith w itness’ 
visit to A m erica in 1878. 
W itness had in ­ 
tended to m ake an o th er visit to A m erica 
on a lecturing tour to raise m oney to help 
ih e agrarian m ovem ent. 
D avitt stated th a t w hile in A m erica he 
attended a m eeting of th e Clan-na-G ael, at 
w hich he explained the objects of the Land 
League and tried to w in th e C)an-ua-Gael 
to its support. 
T he Clan-na-G ael, he said, 
included som e of th e best Irish m en in 
A m erica. 
It was no m ore a m urder club 
th an was th e C arleton Club of London. 
T here was no alliance betw een th e Clan- 
na-G ael and th e League in Ireland. 
T he 
League m ovem ent in A m erica won the 
sup p o it of all the Irish in A m erica to P a r­ 
nell. 
T he w itness said th a t he him self 
was opposed to th e use of dynam ite, be­ 
cause it was an im m o ial an d u n m an ly 
style of w arfare. 
H e was not opposed to 
physical force if, in resorting thereto, there 
was a reasonable chance of success. 
D avitt said he had know n A lexander 
S ullivan since 187S an d h ad th e highest 
opinion of his ability as a law yer, his ch ar­ 
acter es a citizen and his honor as a m an. 
H e did not believe him capable of an y dis­ 
honorable act. 
In reference to th e Phcenix P a rk m u r­ 
ders, D avitt said: 
“ P arnell cam e to m e on 
th e S unday follow ing th e day o f th e m u r­ 
ders, u tterly broken dow n at the new s. H e 
said: 
‘Davitt, I shall send m y resignation 
to Cork to-night. 
I refuse to stay in a 
m ovem ent w here 
irresponsible m en of 
w hom we know nothing can com e behind 
our hacks and perpetrate sucii deeds.’ 
It 
took all m y influence to dissuade him from 
resigning. 
W e im m ediately had circu­ 
lated th roughout Ireland a m anifest of 
condem nation th at there was absolutely no 
ground for th e suggestion th a t I or an y of 
m y colleagues were in any w ay privy to 
the crim es.” 
D avitt c o n tin u e d : “ Beyond stating p ub­ 
licly in New Y ork in Ju ly , 1882, th at I liad 
severed m y connection w ith th e revolu­ 
tionary body, I expressed no dissent of the 
F'enians. 
I did not attend any m eeting of 
the Cian-na-G ael after 18S0. 
I believe the 
m urders w ere com m itted by m em bers of 
the Clan-na-Gaei, but the perpetrators did 
no t have th e sanction of th e governing 
body nor the approval o f its leaders.” 
W itness, continuing, said th a t in a letter 
w hich he w rote he used th e word “ pen,” 
m eaning a revolver, b ut he declined to say 
to w hom th e letter was addressed. 
T he A ttorney-G eneral—“ W as it to A r­ 
th u r F orrester?” 
D avitt—“ I cannot say w ithout possibly 
in ju rin g a m an w ho greatly w ronged m e.” 
Presiding Justice H an n o n said th e C ourt 
respected th e m otive for w itness’ reticency, 
bu t he could n ot recognize it as an excuse 
for not answ ering. 
D avitt thereupon said th e m an to w hom 
th e letter was w ritten had conceived the 
hatred of an o th er m em ber of th e League 
and w ished to m u rd er h im .

W itness w rote to tw o superior officers 
about th e m atter, b ut he could n o t tell 
th eir nam es. 
D avitt said th e dear friend 
to w hom was addressed th e letter in w hich 
the w ord “ pen” appeared, was now in 
A m erica, and he appealed to h im to d i­ 
vulge his nam e. 
H e believed th e outrages were due to the 
agitation of th e local agrarian bodies, com ­ 
posed principally ot sons of ten an t farm ­ 
ers. 
W itness was glad there was a pros­ 
pect of th e agitation ceasing. 
H e disliked 
agitation, and w ould w illingly abandon it 
to-m orrow if he saw som e justice done to 
Ireland. 
H e could n ot abandon it o th er­ 
wise.
